the g rtMrer chaneed to sample one. 
The nutmeg l« K>ke« l all rig ht and 
smelled all rig ht, but it had no taste. 
Several were sent to a chemist for 
analy sis. 
It was found th at the 
strang er had g one one better than 
the wooden nutmeg story . 
They 
were ;iecan nuts. 
They had U*en 
picked w hile g reen, dried, and ttoilet 1 
in a mixture containing pulverized 
nutmeg , which g ave them the » ame 
appearance and flavor as g enuine. 
Th« *g rocer, with several others who 
had lieen duped, g ot their beads to- 
g etli« *r. jig ninl t« i keep q ui« *t, and 
raised a sum to hunt the swindler 
dow n.

Th© Protest and til© Reformation, 
There sometimes appears to !•#• a 
woful confusion, in the minds of those 
who ought to know latter, of th*' 
Protest with the Reformation. 
His­ 
torically the connection between til© 
two does not by any means appear 
so very plain. In tact, for some years 
the Protestant Church of England 
was 
still 
completely unreformed. 
Henry VHI. wrote against and p-er- 
secuted reformers; yet Henry \ III. 
w as undoubtedly the first Protestant 
monarch of England, the first who 
asserted, to its full logical ••(inclu­ 
sion, the independence of Papal au­ 
thority which had been claimed by 
English kings as early as \\ illiarn 
the Conqueror. 
According to the “Dictate of Greg­ 
ory VIL, the famous Hildebrand, 
kings only reign as fiefs of the Pope 
—h*' is set over the secular powers, 
and is liable to dethrone sovereigns 
and to absolve subjects from th#>ir 
allegiance; lie can depose bishops 
without synodical sanction. It is 
curious to notice, from a recent ser­ 
mon of Cardinal Manning. that this 
eminent 
ultramontane holds that 
such powers still divinely inhere in 
the bishopric of Rome, though the 
streps of external persecution pre­ 
vents their exercise. Protestants, as 
such, merely repudiate these claims. 
The Reformation in England owed 
much of its success to the Protest, 
but it is not an identical, it was 
scarcely even ji contemporary move­ 
ment. 
It was, humanly speaking, a 
distinctly intellectual reaction. 
It 
resulted immediately from the new- 
light brought by the revival of let­ 
ters, particularly from the study of 
Greek, and the new means of interpre­ 
tation 
which a knowledge of the 
original tongue of the New Testa­ 
ment supplied. 
In the light and liberty of the Re­ 
naissance men’s minds, on ji review 
of Christian antiquity, turned away 
from error and superstition just as 
naturally as a renewed acquaintance 
with the models of the Augustan age, 
and the sources of Greek speculation 
in Plato and Aristotle, caused think­ 
ers and scholars to repudiate monk­ 
ish Latin and monkish philosophy. 
—The Churchman.

Orleans, leaving Mrs. Moore $5,000

Moore lived with lier parents whose 
name was Miller, on the out skirts of 
Gettysburg, Pa. 
Her father was a 
well-to-do farmer, and Mary received 
a good education. Two of her bro­ 
thers enlisted in the Fnion Army. 
The tide of war soon set toward the 
home of the Millers, but the sturdy 
old farmer refused to abandon his 
home. 
When the fearful three days’ strag­ 
gle began lit Gettysburg the Miller 
homestead was turned into a hospi­ 
tal, 
and was soon filled by the 
wounded o fthe Union Army. Among 
the first to lie brought to the house 
for treatment was a brother of Mary. 
Her other brother was killed on the 
second day of the battle. 
On the 
third and final day of the battle it 
young Fonfederate soldier captured 
within the Union lines in a wounded 
condition, was sent to the Miller house 
for treatment. 
His name was Henry M illett, a 
nienilier of a wealthy filmily of Mem­ 
phis. 
He was badly wounded in the 
left arm and the surgeons found it 
necessary to amputate the member 
in order to save his life. 
An attachment sprang up lietween 
the wounded soldier j»nd Mary, who 
was then a remarkably pretty girl , 
After some months an exchange of 
prisoners was made, and 
Willett 
found himself free. 
Before he left for 
his home he avowed his love for 
Mary and found that he was loved in 
return, but she could not consent to 
become the wife of a Confederate. 
Some years after Mr. Miller died 
and Mary's home was broken up. 
She moved to Staten Island and took 
up her residence with relative's. She 
became engaged to William B. Allen, 
a grandson of Commadore Vander­ 
bilt, but it was broken off, and she 
subsequently married Roliert Moore, 
who died about two years ago. 
All these years she heard nothing 
of her rejected lover, but recently 
she received a letter from New Orleans 
from a Lawyer there informing her 
that by th#? death of Henry F. Wil- 
l»’tf. latcJiV deceased, she was entitled
